It  la  desired  th*,t  these  guideline 
end  tho  lap^rtanoo  of  tho  guidalSnee  bo  under 
stood  by  all  residents  of  Kerlihy  Kail.  Herlih: 
residents  aro  urged  to  engage  In  discussion  on 
sstadllahasnt  of  adequate  regulations* 

It  lo  hoped  ti»t  residents  of  Herlisj  P*l 
understand  that  guidelines  are  designed  to  be 
as  far  as  possible,  to  the  Mutual  satisfaction 
of  the  aen  theas  elves,  end  the  collage  adnlnlstr* 
tion  which  is  charged  with  Maintaining  satlsfa* 
tery  conditions  Uid  bears  the  responsibility  f  o- 
proper  operation  of  this  college.  This  oclleg 
is  subject  to  public  appraisal  in  all  aspects  Si 
collegiate  functioning.  The  welfare  of  thi, 
college  and  the  freedom  of  its  residents  depon* 
upon  public  good  will.

During 
parietal  hours,  students  are  to  exercise  good 
taste  and  discretion  in  dress  and  Banners  in  all 
areas  ef  the  building. 

A  non-resident  is  welcome  in  this  residence 
hall  only  *»  the  guest  of  a  Kerllijy  resident.
